here this afternoon. The end came 
several hours after supreme unc- 
tion had been administered by 
a 


priest at 3 o'clock this afternoon.

Bernhardt died at 7:59 p. 


in., expiring in the arms of her son, 
Maurice, who had just entered the 
room ot that moment.

She returned to M. Per-" 
rin. only to break with him again, 
incurring a forfeit of 4,000 pounds, 
which she .paid. 


Gets Oration in America. 


She invaded England receiving a 


tremendous. ovation, then 
toured 


Denmark «id Russia. 
Next she 


came to America, where her success 
was1 instantaneous. 
She toured the 


United States and Canada - eight 
times in some 35 years, and appear- 
ed several times in. the larger cit- 
ies of South America, 


The great actress was a Tand- 


mother when she last appeared in 
America, and had suffered amputa- 
tion of her rijrht leg. 
Upon her 


arrival in New .York October, 1916, 
it was 
evident to the group of 


friends and admirers who gathered 
to welcome her that she 
walked 


with extreme difficulty.' 


While playing in New England, 


she contracted a severe cold which 
prompted her to take a trip south 
for her health. A few weeks later 
she underwent an operation for in- 


fection of the kidnev and although 
more than 70 years of age, she en- 
joyed complete recovery 
and re- 


mained in 
America for 
several 


months. 


Has Leg Amputated. 


The injury to her 
knee which 
compelled' the" amputation of her- 
leg in 1916 was attributed to many 
different causes. For years before 
the amputation the plays in which 
she appeared were altered to hide 
the fact that she was able to walk 
only with' great difficulty. The op- 
eration was performed in Paris, and 
upon her recovery she reappeared 
on the stage td receive the greatest 
ovation of her career. Her 
man- 
ager announced that henceforth she 
would 
interpret only motionless 


roles. 
During the World war Bernhardt 


made several trips to the French 
front and gave a number of per- 
formances for the soldiers. 
This, 


she declared, was the "incompara- 
ble event" of her life. 
The memoirs of Bernhardt sedu- 


lously avoid any mention of 
her 


marital experience, and only in the 
middle of the bulky volume does 
she mention casually the existence 
of a son. 
One of her critics de- 


clared that "she never seemed to 
find the man who could master her." 
Horsewhips Author of Book 
Years ago a jealous rival of 


her theatrical career published 
a satire entitled "The Story 
of 'Sarah Barnum", in which 
the love-affair*" of the actress, 
real and alleged, were shame- 
lessly laid bare. Bernhardt re- 
sorted to the horse-whip 
to 


punish the author. 
In 1882 the actress was married 


to Jacques Damala, 
a handsome 


Greek who had made a name in the 
theatrical world through his work j 
in "The 
Ironmaster." 
He later 


took a minor, part in one of 
her 


plays, but alter « year on 
tour 


they separated. 
Later she 
took 


him back to her home snd nursed 
him through a fatal siege of con- 
sumption.

Made $500,000 A Tour 


Many stories -have been told of 


the. fabulous- sums accruing to the

$500,000, of "which she usually re- 
ceived fifty per cent. A large part 
of her earnings were reinvested in 
theatrical enterprises, and at one 
time she owned or controlled half 
a dozen playhouses in Paris.

This is an ancient hymn trwns- 
lated from the Latin (Kinita jam 
sunt 
proelia). 
The 
translation 


which is tisuatly sung, was made 
in 1860 by Francis Pott. The music 
for the original Latin words was 
written by Palestrina. the. most fa- 
mous name in Italian sacred mu- 
sic. He was the great composer of 
the 16th century, who, when music 
in the church 
became debauched 


through the introduction of 
the 


cheap and 
flashy 
songs 
of 
the 
streets, insisted that a high type of 
composition peculiar to the church 
should be used in all of its_ serv- 
ices. So successful was he in his 
work that he had been called the 
Savior of church music. 


The simple, full chords of the Al- 


leluia which begin and close the 
hymn are especially effective 
for 


out-of-doors singing, and furnish a 
striking' contrast to the more quiet 
melody of the verse. The word "Al- 
leluia" or "Hallelujah" comes di- 
rectly from the Hebrew language 
and means "Praise ye the Lord!' 
The most striking use of it in mu- 
sic is found in the celebrated chor- 
us from "The Messiah", the text q: 
which is mainly a repetition o.E this 
jubilant word of rejoicing.

socialism.

Every move where public ownership or 
control invades the field of private man- 
agement makes our good clergyman 
friend nervous.

bankruptcy or their securities and stocks 
depreciated to almost nothing. This in- 
flation and looting of the railroads de- 
stroyed some of the finest railroad prop-, 
ertiefc in the country—the New Haven, 
the'' Rock Island, the Denver and Rio* 


therefore, 


when Father Hcngell sent a letter to 
The Capital Times denouncing those who 
favor government ownership of the rail- 
roads as demagog* and agitators, etc., 
and entered a defense of private -man- 
agement as against public management.

AYS Father Hengell: 


"If the politicians of today, given 


.•minority and a mandate from the peo- 
ple arc so grossly incompetent in the 
business of government that they can- 
not keep the streets and alleys in proper 
order, how can they be expected to 
manage competently and economically 
the greatest highway of the country, the 
railroads?" 


Father Hengell presupposes that the 


railroads are now being competently and 
economically 
managed 
under 
private 


•management. 


We recently had an opportunity, in a 


sixteen hour -;rip from Chicago, to re- 
flect'over the "efficient" management of 
our railroads. 
We wish that Father 


Hengell had been a passenger on that 
train. We could then have argued the 
helplessness and inefficiency of railroads 
when emergencies arise as an offset to 
the streets and alleys that our friend 
finds under public management. 


Of course there is inefficiency in pub- 


lic service. We Americans are years be- 
hind in the matter of efficient public 
service. 
A great city like Madison is 


run as a side-line. Tlic head of the cor- 
poration, the mayor, spends perhaps an 
hour a day looking after the interests of 
the city and the rest' of the time at Ms 
regular work as a banker. Members of 
the council, directors'of the corporation, 
are busy with their own affairs and the 
city work is a side line and a recreation. 
In order to "keep taxes down" we hire 
cheap help. 
Then when our cities arc 


run in this sort of fashion we complain 
because we have incompetent adminis- 
tration. 


The discouraging part of the situation 


is that enlightened men of the type of 
Father Hengell arc not enlisted in the 
work of endeavoring to improve public 
service. Public service should enlist the 
BEST men as public officials and not the 
cheapest. 
When the American people 


are willing to pay salaries in public life 
that will attract; men who arc competent 
and who have vision we will improve our 
cities. 
As long as we insist on having 


cheap and inefficient government we will 
get cheap and inefficient public service. 
In government, like private business, the 
BEST is the CHEAPEST and when the 
public is.educated to that idea we will 
get big and able men as servants of the 
public.

S TO the railroads: 


The Esch-Cummins law was con- 


cocted by the rulers of Wall street in 
order to save the railroads from the con- 
dition of bankruptcy into which they had 
been plunged by criminal inefficiency, 
wastefulness and looting. 


Twenty years ago the railroads of this 


country were run by railroad men. The 
policies of the roads were then directed 
by men who had built the roads and who 
were interested as RAILROAD men and 
not as FINANCIERS. 


Then came the change. The gigantic 


financial organization that was showing 
fts head in Wall street began to cast its 
«ye on the railroads as a fruitful field for 
financial manipulation. The public is fa- 
miliar with what followed. 
One after 


another of the big railroads of the coun- 
try came' into the grasp of the financial 
Buccaneers of the east. These finan- 
ciers would buy the roads and then float 
Bullions of dollars in stocks and bonds 
hi excess of real value against the newly 
bought properties. . Billions of dollars in 


Grande and others. 
, 


By 1916, the inflation that'followed 


the looting'of railroads UNDER PRI- 
VATE MANAGEMENT had become so 
huge that the roads were unable to earn 
a return oil the billions of water that 
had been pumped into the railroads'by 
Wall street. The best RAILROAD pres- 
idents in the country were unable to car- 
ry the load of stocks-and -bonds'that 
had been placed upon their properties by 
the financial skulduggery of Wall street. 


After the roads had beer, looted, and 


nothing but the shell was left. Wall 
street began to*desert the sinking ship. 
The credit of t!he •railroads foegan -to 
wane. Equipment -began to deteriorate 
because, the roads could not get credit 
with which to build new equipment. Ser- 
vice became affected. So serious did the 
situation become by 1916 that the In- 
terstate Commerce commission at that 
time made the following statement: 


In 
consequence 
mills have 
shut 
down, 


priors have advanced, perishable articles of 
great value have been destroyed, and hun- 
dreds oC carloads of food products have been 
delayed in reaching their natural markets. 
Transportation service has been thrown into 
iinpreccilentcil confusion. 
And tho operation 


of established industrial activities has 'been 
iim-prtain and difficult. 


Then, in 1917, came the real crisis and 


the breakdown of the railroads under', 
private management. ' In the greatest 
crisis that this country has ever seen, 
the nation's rulers had to resort to what 
Father- Hengell would call "socialism" in 
order' to save the country. 
Regarding 


the situation in 1917, W. G. McAdoo 
made the following statement before the 
senate committee on interstate com- 
merce on Feb. 2, 1922: 


In the fall of 1037 the inefficiency of the 


American jailroads made them unintentionally, 
but nevertheless actually, the strongest ally 
of the German Kaiser. 
The collapse of the 


railroads had almost cut the line of commun- 
ication between the American army at tho 
front and the base of supplies. 


Private ownership, then, failed the 


country in its greatest crisis and pub- 
lic control and management SAVED the 
country. 


Then Wall street saw another "oppor- 


tunity. 
» 
' 


A law should be passed that would 


guarantee to the railroads a return on 
the billions of dollars of water that had 
been pumped into them by Wall street. 
YvMth rates based on such a condition, the 
financiers of the east would again be 
given an opportunity to further milk the 
railroads.' And so the Esch-Cummins 
law was passed with' the following ap- 
pearing in Section 422: 


"During the two years .beginning March 


1, 1920, the intei-state commerce com- 
mission shall take as such return a sum 
equal to o'/j per cent of such aggregate 
value but may in its discretion add there- 
to a sum not exceeding one half of one 
per cent of such aggregate value to 
make provision in whole or in part, for 
improvements, betterments, 
or equip- 


ment chargeable to capital account." 


On the face of this, Father Hengell 


may be technically right in saying that 
there is no longer a guaranty feature in 
the Esch-Cummins law. But he is right 
only in theory because Section 422 also 
says: 


"The interstate commerce commission 


.-.hall initiate, modify, establish or adjust 
rates, 
so that carriers (railroads) 


will earn an aggregate annual net rail- 
.way operating income equal to-a fair re- 
turn upon the aggregate value of the 
railroad ..property of such carriers held 
for and used in transportation." 


The commission is commanded by'con- 


gress to initiate rates that WILL earn,a

[To Tho Editor]—What is coming over the 


girls of the university now that they seek to 
sweep, away the l»st vestige of restraint that 
the university has held over them? I read 
in tonight's Times of a mass meeting of all the £, 
women of the university, under the leadership 
of one, Cleo Parsley, who is quoted as saying\. 
"There has been a great deal of apparent dis- 
content over tho present rulings of the organ- 
izations which control the women now. 
The 


trouble seems to be that the women of the 
university do not care for the regulations un- 
der which they have been living and desire 
h;insjcs in many of tho rules." 


What are the rules and regulations they do 


not like? They ask for a later hour than 10 
p. m. week nights, and the. right for all girls 
to'remain out till 12:30 Fridays and Satur- 
days. They "wish the removal of tho 4:30 ban 
on afternoons to-receive men callers', and ap- 
parently the right to use the telephones after 
10:15 p. m. Another report is that they de- 
mand the right to drive outside of the city 
limits after S p. m., and also the right to go 
unchaperoned. 
' 


Reading these demands, I well, know that 


the girls have 
always 
chafed 
under these 


rules, but has the university become so sat- 
urated with libertinism and lawlessness that 
they even daro to ask for these liberties. 
I 


am neither a Puritan nor a crank, but I do 
have i sense of the fitness of things, and still 
believe that a woman has .no more right to do 
things or go places while at the university 
than she has in her own home town. The rule 
hitherto in this university has been to sign a 
book before she went out to a dance or enter- 
tainment, telling where she was going', 
and 


stating what time she would be in. At the be- 


^ginning of this year the -university authorities 


discriminated about who they should 
dance 


with, and where they danced—for the dance is 
THE BIG THING IN THE CO-ED'B LIFE AT 
MADISON. Now they protest against signing 
up before-they go out for the evening. 
It is 


nobody's business. 


The question is: Will the powers that be ji. 


the university stand for this anarchy, for if 
the things these women are asking for today 
arc granted, it will* be virtual a*atchy. The 
leaders in the movement for this so-called 
larger freedom, arc not Wisconsin girls, but 
girls outside of this state who have come here 
because of-the good time the university af-j 
fords the girls who come here. An investiga- 
tion into the matter would show that this is 
largely the .case. 


There, must be a place where the faculties 


of our universities must call a halt on the 
gaitics that are turning our higher educational 
centers into one unrestrained round of social 
activities, in which the dance figures as the 
chief attraction, and it is.for this the women 
are asking the night-time limit removed. I 
believe that if the people of the state were ac- 
quainted with, the conditions existent at the 
University of Wisconsin, as-those conditions 
affect the moral and social life of the students, 
they would riot tolerate it for one moment. 


If there'-- is to' be no restraint a.nd n,p disci- 


pline in the training of the young people'who 
arc preparing to he the leaders ol the state 
and nation, what hope is there for the future 
of the state, whose perpetuity depends upon 
the stability and morality of those leaders? 


When a girl asks to -go unchaperoned she is 


virtually asking to go to places where she 
should not go, and there are many such places 
around the city of Madison. When a girl asks 
for this liberty, she has surely lost the fineness 
that every well behaved and well bred girl 
should have, and one of the saddest reflections 
on our educational system at co-e4ucationai 
schools is the fact that, girls who have comi. 
to the university have been so changed by the. 
new environment, that it amounts to a trans- 
formation from a girl observing every rule of 
good taste, to a girl grown lewd, loud, and 
with all the finer sensibilities blurred. • 


Somebody must bq responsible '.tor discipline 


among our women at the Unjycrsity of. Wis- 
consin. It is high time there entered some pow- 
er,, or influence 'that will curb 'the onrushing 
trend toward the smashing of all rules, and the 
coming- of the ultimate anarchy toward w-hich 
we are drifting. This is a question for tax- 
payers.
